Wilide was so pleased with the 
way that I handled his bout with 
Russell that when he fought Bobby 
Dyson of New Bedford at Law- 
rence, Mass., he had me selected 
as referee.

In the sacond minute of fighting 
Wilde caught Dyson coming in 
with a left under the heart. Dyson's 
features refiected his acute pain. 
Wilde feinted with a right and then 
a left and Dyson went to the can- 
vas for the count of nine. When 
he reached his feet he was weak. 
Wilde feinted again and shot across 
a right, sending Dyson sprawling 
over the ropes. I counted ten be- 
fore he moved. He was dead to 
to the world and I helped to carry 
him to his corner. 


JIMMY'S FREAK BUILD 

Jimmy is still the fiyweight 
champion of England, but he is 
through asa fighter. He has been 
in the ring for fifteen years. 

Hie is what you calla freak. His 
legs are like spindles, but from the 
waist up he is built on the lines 
of the late Bob Fitzsimmons. His 
torso is that of an athiete, but his 
arms and legs are not. 

However, Wilde has or had 
plenty of speed, and could hit with 
either hand. It was a treat to 
watch him work. :

Babe Ruth received an offer of 


very clever boy, whom Otto Fioto 
took to Minneapolis.

Then again he would purposely 
throw his shoulder out of place and 
play for sympathy when, bang, it 
would go back again and he would 
be tearing in.

Ike 
thought running: up and down- 
stairs great for the wind, and 
Chris Murphy, his trainer, and I, 
used to take him up to the court- 
house and he world tear up and 
downthose big steps for an hour 
at a time.

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UNEMPLOYMENT CRISIS 
British labor-union leaders are growing 
hysterical over the lack of employment pre- 
vailing in Great Britain. Readjustment of 
wages as a means to bettering laber condi- 
tions by giving the industries a chance to 
has no part in their diatribes.

He 
further says that “the time has come to 
arouse the country to the terrible evile of 
unemployment,” which has been “allowed to 
continue” without effort on the part of the 
government to solve the difficulty. Their 
plaint was voiced in the House of Com- 
mons by Ramsay MacDonald and precipitat- 
ed a hot’ debate, during which Premier Bald- 
win reminded the labor wing that the sit- 
uation is no worse than it was a year ago, 
when the laborites were in power.

The surf is always danger- 
ous if there is a rip tide in the 
vicinity, they are at their 
worst between 10 o'clock in 
the morning, ‘until 6 
in the afternoon. 

A rip tide is first uncte to 
ariver. Have you ever tried 
swimming up stream against a 
strong current? You have the 
same thing in a rip, only ten 


times more dangerous. It. is 
really, nothing more than a 
strong current that starts 


shallow water near shore, usu- 
ally continues straight out in 
the ocean, traveling until its 
force is spent. They form 
again and keep repeating, it 
may shift down the coast, 
twenty-five or fifty yards, but 
will always stay in the imme- 
diate vicinity. 

A rip varies in length, some 
die out in shallow water, others 
extend better than one-half 


mile out. Some are weak and. 


hardly noticeable, while oth- 


| @f are strong enough to car- 


ry you off your feet, even 
though you are in water unly

Rawhide Thong: 
Santa Barbara Mission Bells 


s Still Hold 


' Not even. the recent disaster in 
‘Santa Barbara has been able to 
silence the eight bells hanging in 


thé twin towers of the Queen of 
the Missions—Santa Barbara. 
Today they are warmed by the 
6un with no shelter of roofs above 
their chambers; but only a few 
weeks ago I spent several hours 
studying them. It was my good 
fortune to be accompanied by Rev. 
Father Zenhyrin Englehardt, Cath- 
Olie historian of the “Inissions; and, 
as he thoughtfully studied the Lat- 
in inecription of a belli cast - in 
4797, I succeeded in photograph- 
ing him in hie customary brown 
garb of the Franciscan Order, and

Most trying of all is the fact 
that the dramatic critic is com- 
pelled by his job to write about 

an art for which almost no 
words of any meaning are provid- 
ea. One must be a wing shot to 
bring down an actor for the read- 
ing public. Something subtle and 
vital and occasionally vastly ex- 
citing occurs on a stage and then 
there comes a review in which all 
this is dissipated into adjectives. 
All too often they are the same ad- 
jectives which that particular crit- 
ic used the night befere last and 
the month before that. 


MANY ADJEOCTIVES 

In the course of seven or eight 
years of dramatic reviewing I have 
called actresses and -actors su- 
perb, magnificent, enthralHing, in- 
triguing, thrilling, admirable, excit- 

, Vibrant, astounding. glorious 
and good. But in every case 
have really said nothing more than 
“I this performance.” And 
in the same way the much longer 
string of unfavorable adjectives 
which has been used by the same 
reviewer In the same mean 
nothing more than, “I don’t tike 
this performance.” 

After all, what more is there to 
be said? For years I have tried 
to explain why I NMked or did not 
like but I have never done it sat- 
isfactorily because I never truly 
knew the secret root of my enthu- 
siasms and my dislikes. 

Hew can anybody give precise 
and understandable reasons for 
liking or not liking a play? The 
art of acting is almost entirely in- 
tuitive. The actor may be a per- 
son of profound intelligence but he 
need not be. One of the greatest 

rformances I ever saw was given 

a man who. is just a shade more 
than half-witted. I don’t see why 
the critic should be expected to tell 
why an actor ie good or bad when 
the performer himself has only the 
vaguest notion of how he gets his 
effects. 


PROFESSIONAL FRIENDS 


Even if I should restrict myself | he 


to such simple declaratives in the- 
atrical criticism as, “I liked Jane 
Roe and I disliked John Doe,” there 
would still be difficulties in the 
job. By now I know a large num- 
ber of actors and actresses. Some 
of these friendships I value highly, 
but they are precarious. Almost 
without exception there comes a 
time when I see each of these 
friends in a play in which I don't 
like him at all. That observation 
is duly set down. For this frank- 
ness make no ‘tlaim of virtue. 
The practice of speaking ill:of our 
friends is much easier than is gen- 
erally supposed. But it is hard to 
endure the fact that the. person 
criticised takes the comment as 4 


personal affront. 

Once’ upon a time I believed 
that sensitiveness was the worst 
form of sportsmanship. Perhaps 
it ia, but by now I understand and 
sympathize with the so-called © 
sports. I learned the other side of 
the problem when I first wrote a 
novel. One of my best) newspaper 
friends read the book and wrote a 
review in which he said that it was 
entirely lacking in interest. No 
public brawl resulted, but for a 
week I loathed the man. I lay 
awake at night and pondered and 
pondered. It was impossible for 
me to make up my mind whether 
he was crooked or just stupid. You 
see, as a matter of fact, it really 
was an excellent novel.

LORING-LIGHTON SCENARIO TEAM 
COMBINES WORK WITH ROMANCE 


BY WHITNEY WILLIAMS 


, You have to be a fashionable dog 


to get into the household of Hope 
Loring and Louis Lighton, the 
scenarists. This was what I wae 
told before I started out to gather 
a few sidelights on the business of 
writing a screen play. When ona 
steps into the home of the screen 
collaborators he is greeted by a 
cOmmittee of dogs, headed by 
Beans, a $2000 Irish setter. Birkie, 
a $1500 Scottish terrier and bow- 
legged, bows you into the living | 
room with a few barks. During the 
course of the interview the dogs sit 
around the room, and like a bevy 
of press agents bark their approv- 
al or disapproval of what is said. 
Hope and “Buddy” Lighton are 
wife and husband, and have kept 
up their costarring arrangement 
both in their domestic lfe and

SCENARIO RECIPE 

“Passing out a recipe for writ- 
ing , scenarios is like telling an 
African jungle warrior how to don 
a dress suit,” said Hope. * 
talk of how to write a scenario, I 
feel like an ad writer for a cor- 
respondence school. Writing for 
the screen is a business or profes- 
sion in itself. The vast majority of 
people feel at some time or other 
that they will write a screen story. 
When the urge has reached a sat- 
uration point they sit down and 
write out their story and send it in. 
As you know, eleven times out of 
ten they get their stories back. 
Everyone thinks he can write 
screen stories, yet everyone does 
not think he can be a dentist with- 
out some preliminary work... The 
business of writing for the screen 
must be learned. Many of the rni- 
versities throughout the country 
are establishing classes in screen 
writing, just as they have classes in 
journalism and engineering. How- 
ever, 
does not make them scenarists, 
They must do the same thing as 
other rofessional people — get 
practical experience. 

“Most of the leading writers of 
the screen today are people who 
have been in the picture business 
many years, and understand thor- 
oughly just what can be done and 
what cannot be done.", 

At one time Miss Loring was 
studio manager for Isadore Bern- 
stein, who made a number of fea- 
ture productions for the tindepend- 
ent market. She is the only wom- 
an who has held the title of etu- 
dio manager. 

STUDIO MANAGER 

“My experience as a studio man- 
ager,” continued Hope, “has aided 
me greatly. I always feel conscious- 
stricken when money is wasted 
in making a production. When 
‘Buddy’ and I write a script we 
always think of the expenditure 
the producer must make on cer- 
tain scenes and certain sets. To 
wilfully write in an expensive se- 
quence that is not essential to the 
story, appears to me to be crimi- 
nal. If money is spent it should 
be spent in such a way that it 
will show a big return on the in- 
vestment. If it offere the film sales- 
man something to talk about when 
he meets the exhibitor, it is not 
a waste of dollars.” 

Birkie wagged his tall, jumped 
on his mistress'a lap and barked 
a few inquiries as to-when the 
next dog show would be held.

ducer is handed the story for ap- 
proval. Oftentimes he has sugges- 
tions which are highly valuable be- 
cause he is acquainted with the pic- 
ture market. He Knows if another 
‘company has just finished a story 
featuring a shipwreck, and if we 
have a shipwreck in our story we 
must either alter the story or lay it 
on the shelf for future uee. 


BUSINESS END 

“The future scenarist must not 
only know story construction, plot, 
drama and all the writing features 
of the businesr but he must know 
something about the business end 
of the picture market. Cost and 
sales are very important factors for 
the writer to bear in mind when 
he is under contract to a com y. 
He must not waste time and he 
must try to develop a mind which 
ig both imaginative and ctical. 
This attitude does not kill artistry, 
as many claim. The theater has 
produced many great, ar*istic plays, 
which have been great commercial 
successes. Because a picttre must 
make money does not mean that it 
to Inartistic.

Staple Crops Acreage Shows 
Substantial Increase 
Native Farmers Still Cling to 
Ancient Methods 
But Progress Along M 
Lines is Noted 


DISPATCH) 

MONTEREY (Mex.) July 4.— 
Agricultural conditions throughout 
Northern Mexico, with the excep- 
tion of the Laguna district around 
Torreon, are better than for sever- 
al years, according to reports re- 
ceived here. The acreage devoted 
to such staple crops as corn and 
beans is much larger than ever 
known, due chiefly to «he fact 
than an energetic campaign was 
waged by government officials to 
brin 
production. 

Efforts to introduce modern 
American farm implements and 
machinery have been disappoint- 
ing. The average native farm .la- 
borer was found unwilling to dis- 
card the age-old wooden plow and 
oxen for the up-to-date dise plow, 
pulled by mules or tractor. He 
also prefers the ancient flail to 
power threshing machines for get- 
ting out the wheat and barley. On 
the whole, however, progress has 
been made in growing crops along 
more modern lines. It is from the 
increased acreage that the larger 
production is to be obtained, it is 
stated.’ 

During the prolo period of 
revolutions most of the farms 
were depleted of their work oxen 
and mules. This scarcity has now 
been overcome and agricultural 
conditions so far as equipment is‘ 
concerned are back to normal. 

Rains in the plateau region of 
Mexico fave set in and corn and 
beans are doing fine. Cotton is 
a minor crop, and is grown al- 
most altogether by fheans of ir- 
rigation. The wheat crop has 
been ed and most of it 
sold to domestic flour mills.

OUTLINE NEW VEHICLE ACT 


Provisions of Stale Law Effective July 24 Given to 
Aid Motorists

State Motor Vehicle Law enacted by the last General Assembly to be-

Following are some of the new provisions as outlined by the 
legal department of the Automobile Club of Southern California. 


DATE OF REGISTRATION 
The date of the expiration of the 


registration period has been ad- 


vanced to midnight of December 
3ist, and registration may be ef- 
fected by application upon the cer- 
tificate of registration. Under the 
new law, the certificate of owner- 
ship is valid until canceled and 
need not be renewed annually as 


| heretofore. 


TRANSFER OF REGISTRATION 

The section relative to transfer 
by operation of law has been 
amended so as to provide that in 


| the event of a death of the owner 


or legal owner of an. automobile, 
the transfer of registration to the 
surviving spouse or to the heir 


may be made without probate pro-| 


ceedings where there is no other 


property and where the motor ve- 
hicle affected does not 


value the sum of $1000 and where

by the deceased. 
REGISTRATION FEES 

The registration fees on electric 
motor vehicles designed and used 
for the transportation of passen- 
gers for hire or for the transporta- 
tion of property have been changed 
from a former flat fee of $50, plus 
the $3 fee to the following: 

$40, $60 and $80, according to 
the load ca of such | 
vehicles, plus the registration 
fee. In addition Ae registration 
fee for freight carrying vehicles 
of all kinds has been reduced by 
a provision In the amendment per- 
mitting the ‘deduction of 25 per 
cent in the amourtt of the fee after 
the expiration of each quarter of 
the registration year.

drained. The floor of the valley has a 
rise from tidewater of about ten feet to the 
mile. The coast line is marked with sand 
dunes, and back of them is a considerable 
area of almost land-locked water with an 
open outlet to the sea. 

Experts say the valley has been built up 
by eroded soi] from the hills. This silt 
gradually pushed back the sea. Some of 
the farmers have been enriched by this sedi- 
ment brought down by storm waters, and 
this process has been so rapid that in some 
instances fence posts placed but a few years 
have been completely buried. When the 
hillsides were brought under cultivation 
first the floods cut deep barrancas through 
the plowed fields and the soil was carried 
rapidly to the lower levels. As the upper 
lands have become more valuable the own- 
ers have made. determined. efforts, partly 
successful, to prevent the loss of their good 
top soils. 

The building-up 6? the lower levels has 
been going on for a long time. Well drillers 
have found wood and shells at a depth of 
900 feet. A new well sunk by the American 
Beet Sugar Company half a mile from 
Round Mountain struck the base of that 
peak at a depth of 500 feet. Erosion had 
filled up the space around the foot of the 
mountain to that depth. This sediment is 
good soil naturally, but it has become im- 
pregnated with sea salt and other minerals 
and is alkaloid in character. 

Good field crops have been produced in 
this valley without irrigation in favorable 
seasons. However, it was realized long 
ago that for soil improvement both irriga- 
tion and drainage must be adopted. A 
campaign was inaugurated years ago for the 
organization of an extensive program in- 
cluding both these improvements, but there 
were so many landowners to get into line 
for the plan that it was unsuccessful.

(Ariz.)}—There is

It Is the one at which the Tempe date or- 
chards is located, and its prefits run into 
four each season.

ing the first few weeks growth is corfined 
almost entirely to the long main fruit-stem, 
which reaches nearly its full length and 
size before the fruit begins to grow; next 
the fruit increases in size until its maxti- 
mum is reached, and the seed also reaches 
apparent maturity; the third stage of de 
velopment is the accumulation of sugar by 
the fruit without any notable increase in 
size. Then the date is ready for the har- 
vest, but as the clusters tever ripen uni- 
formly, artificial ripening is practiced.

from roosting on them. They are filled 
every ten days from the overhead carrier 
with a minimum of labor. 


The feeding system is reduced to a few 
simple operations. At 7 o’clock in the morn- 
ing the birds are given sprouted oatd, three 
metal sprouting machines providing a ten- 
der and succulent breakfast to 5000 birds. 
The evening feeding of green alfalfa is run 
through the cutter into the carrier and dis- 
tributed rapidly to every house on the 
place. With his simplified and uptodate 
equipment, Mr. Knapp says that one man 
working eight hours can do all the work 
connected with the caring for 4000 laying 
hens except the grading and packing of 


eggs. 

The 4000 birds in the laying houses now 
are not all mature. “There are 1500 layers, 
500 pullets four and a half months old, 750 
three and a half months old, 500 two and a 
half months old and 750 only a month — 
plant 
should be up to full prodaction. Out of 
6200 baby chicks brooded this spring Mr. 
Knapp a mortality loss of 9.85 per 
cent and he is convinced that he can lower 
this percentage next year. He plans to 
devote more time to this branch of the in- 
dustry and to sell only grade A chicks to 
the trade. 


HE SAYS IT PAYS 

For those who believe such a plant to be 
too expensive for the average poultryman 
Mr. Knapp has statistics to show that such 
ia not the case. In computing cost he has 
included al’ equipment, and finds that each 
200-bird unit cost him $350. Allowing ten 
years for the life of the very substantial 
buildings, this cost is but $35 per year for 
200 laying hens, or only 17% cents per hen 
per annum. His feed cost per hen amounts 
to 18 cents per month, or $2.16 per annum, 
a total of $2.335 per hen per annum for feed 
and overhead. His records since last Au- 
gust, a period of about eleven months, show 
that his hens have averaged something over 
48 per cent, or a little more than fourteer 
and a half dozen eggs. At only 30 cents 
per dozen, the gross income per hen is $4.35. 
After deducting the $2.16 he still has‘a profit 
of over $2 per hen exclusive of labor. These 
figures are based on runing his plant at 
full capacity. 

Mr. Knapp says that when it is running 
at capacity he expects to give the boy who 
works for him a share_in the profits as well 
as a salary, and he believes the net profits 
will be increased thereby. He maintains 
that the poultry business is profitable only 
to those who like work and 
job. He inherited his love of work from his 
Dutch ancestors and practices what he 
preaches. He believes the secret of his or 
anybody’s success is found in three H’s— 
head-work, hand-work and hard-work put 
into the businéss.

of amusements. Most boards are composed 
of upright men and women who do not want 
to debauch youth, but who are confronted 
by the stark necessity of showing a credit 
balance after the fair. They find, ready 
to hand, well-organized carnival companies 
and a host-of professional concessionaires 
who are ready to pay the board attractive 
suis for the privilege of appearing on the 
fair grounds and taking the money of the 
Visitors. Usually they give little in return. 
They range from “hot dog” stands to “girl 
shows,” from Ferris wheels to ring devices

Various substitutes have been offered, 
in different localities. Invariably they 
volve a tremendous amount of labor on the 
part of somebody who. gives his services 
gratis. The fair board is not organized 
sufficiently for amusement features. There 
is no question but that fairs must have 
large crowds coming through the turnstiles. 
They will not come without some form of 
amusement. The merry-go-round is a 
standard for children and no satisfactory 
substitute has ever been found. Some fair 
Associations own merry-go-rounds of their 
own. Others rent. There have been in- 
stances where the board has established a 
dance floor in a suitable pavilion, hired the 
music and superintended this pay feature 
profitably. Races are attractive always 
whether between horses, automobiles or hu- 
man beings. Games are good, especially 
those which involve local talent. Pageants 
of children from the schools invariably 
draw large attendance for a profit, but 
mean a tremendous amount of local labor. 

The future fair association will have a 
larger group of people devoting its entire 
attention to amusements. It may be made 
a source of greater profit than is represent- 
ed by the sums obtained from professior 
concessionaires. Whatever is evolved it 
should be designed to lessen criticism and

Combines Harvest Big 
Barley Acreage 


CALIPATRIA.—There are 11,000 acres in 


barley this season in the North End, but. 


the harvesting has been simplified by the 
use of combines. There are several sizes 
at work, from the little seven-foot-cut ma- 
chines, requiring but three men, up to the 
twenty-one-foot giants that cut and thresh : 
from thirty to sixty acres in a day. If the 
ground is rough and the grain heavy the 
average will not run over thirty or forty, 
but with thin grain and level ground from 
fifty to sixty can be handl ed. 

The big combines are pulled by engines 
running up to seventy-five-horsepower. A 
four-cylinder auxiliary engine on top of the 
combine runs the twenty-one-foot cycle that 
cuts the grain and all the machinery that 
threshes it. A header tender, separator 
man, sack tender and two sack sewers are 
required, besides an engineer. Workers re- 
ceive from $6 to $9 a day. The cost_is-esti- 
mated at $5 an acre. One big combine has

Grape “Crop Estimated 
by Viticulturist 


FRESNO.—Heavy crops of wine grapes, 
a table grape production of 60 to 80 per 
cent and a light raisin crop are indicated 
according to R. I. Nougaret, viticulturist of 
the State department of agriculture.

Predicts Heavy Yield 
for Lemon Growers 


LINDSAY.—Dr. P. A. Bocquet, former 
Tulare county plant pathologist, and who 
is now Operating his own orchards here, 
predicts a 7000-box crop of lemons from 
his forty-acre place. This will represent 
an increase of 2000 boxes over last year's 
crop. He cares for the groves of several 
other growers in the Lindsay and Terra 
Bella district as well as his own, and finds 
that the crop will ‘be abundant generally.

In 
order to understand this we must study: 

(1.) The anatomical construction and 
physiology of the skin, from a hydriatric 
standpoint. 


(2.). The physical properties of water, 
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Roehrig has well said that next to sight, 
the sense of touch is the most important of 
all the senses. This brings us to the 
nervous system of the skin. The nerves of 
the skin are: The secretory, the motor, and 
the temperature nerves. Dr. Baruch, in 
his “Principle and Practice of Hydro 
therapy,” says: The anatomical distribu- 
tion of the nerves. throughout the skin and 
their connection with the central nervous 
system are so perfect and complete that 
not the finest pin point may penetrate its up 
permost layer without calling into action all 
those agencies by which the human organ- 
ism protects itself. The cutaneous nerve 
endings guard most of the functions of the 
human body. They are constantly exposed 
to irritation by heat and cold, which they 
convey to the vasomotor, respiratory, and 
cardiac centers, and to the muscles, in order 
to arouse in them by reflex action such a 
degree of innervation as may be required to 
ward off any damaging influence that may 
approach from without. 

To sum up, we have in the nerve appar- 
atus of the skin facilities for perceiving 
pain, temperature, and space, the aggregate 
of which endows it with all the intricate 
functions of an organ of sensation. 

I will now turn to the second function of 
the skin, that of excretion; that the skin is 
important as an organ of excretion bas 
been recognized since the time of Galen. 
Suppression of the perspiration is a menace 
to health. The extensive glandular strut- 
ture of the skin discharges an enormous 
amount of water. Carbonic acid also is ex 
haled through the skin, and even urea, the 
latter more frequently and copiously in 
cases where the kidneys are not in good 
working order. In various other diseases, 
especially in diseases of the lungs and heart, 
in which other physiological functions of 
these. organs are diminished, the exhalation 
of carbonic acid cutaneous excretion is 
usually increased. 

Now we.come to the third phase—tho 
skin as-a heat regulator: This is the most 
important function of the skin in connec- 
tion with hydrotherapy. It depends to a 
great extent upon the two functions pre- 
viously referred to. The maintenance of 


- the body temperature is of great importance 


to the human organism, and the contribution 
of the skin to this process is indispensable. 
It is a physiological fact that the standard 
of the body temperature depends upon the 
maintenance of an equilibrium between heat 
production and heat loss. Heat is produced 
by the combustion of non-nitrogenons sub- 
stances, chiefly in the muscles, and that 
heat is given off by perspiration and radia- 
tion from the cutaneous surface. When 
heat loss exceeds production, the tempera- 
ture is lowered until the processes of life 
are interrupted, and life ceases. | 

We come now to the physical properties 
of water: These are, first, the capacity for 
gathering, absorbing and conducting heat 
and cold. Water possesses a remarkable ca- 
pacity for absorbing heat without being it- 
self much raised in temperature, and giving 
off heat without losing materially in tem- 
perature. The amount of heat sufficient to 
raisé the temperature of two pounds of oil 
of turpentine, eight pounds of iron, or thirty- 
five pounds of mercury to thirty-four de- 
grees, will raise one pound of water only to 
the same degree. 

The temperature-conducting capacity of 
water is twenty-seven times greater than 
that of air. Water conveys to the skin 
much stronger thermic impressions than air, 
@ fact easily discovered in exchanging a 
room with a temperature of seventy degrees 
for a bath at the same ‘temperature. 

Second: The flexibility of water: ‘The 
enormous physical changes which water is 
capable of exerting as the result of different 
temperatures enlarges its value as a flexible 
thermic agent. At 32 deg. F. water. solidi- 
fies; at 202 deg. it becomes elastic, increas- 
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ing 1700 times in volume. In form of ice it 
possesses valuable thermic properties which 
are impossible in other forms. 


In the form of steam it is again a most 
useful agent. The application of water has 
a wide range from our ability to apply it at 
any temperature. A temperature of from 
34 deg. F. to 210 deg. F. renders water a most 
flexible therapeutic agent. I use here not the 
common terms hot and cold water because 
they do not express absolute accuracy. Peo- 
ple differ in regard to toleration of heat and 
cold; what seems warm to one person is hot 
to another, and what seems to be cool to 
one is cold to another. Therefore, it is 
more satisfactory to define by degrees. The 
following table will illustrate the relation of 
common names as to degrees:

_¥ may say here that I do not approve of 
the ice bag, in fact never use one upon the 
cutaneous surface, contrary to wide-spread 
custom. My reasons are indorsed by auch 
authorities as Professor Baruch, Professor 
Winternitz and others. 

If you remember, I said that water had’ 
great absorbing power, and that is the rea- 
son I do not advocate ice, because ice has 
not this power. My: opinion is that as in 
many other cases, convenience plays a large 
part in using the ice instead of water. It is 
so easy to lay the ice bag upon the parts 
which suffer, because ice keeps cool so long, 
but water will have to be renewed ten times. 
in the same period that one application of 
ice would require. But the ice does not re- 
duce the inflammation as a cold-water ap- 
plication. will do. 

Ice acts as a local anesthetic and there- 
fore should never be used in cases of appen- 
dicitis, pneumonia, peritonitis and even not 
in cases of fever. The third physical prop- 
erty of the water is the perfect control of 
its fluidity. We may change the size, form 
and character of the stream and direct it 
to any or all portions of the body and by 
this limit the local and general effects with 
nicety and precision. The various hydri- 
atrie procedures, full bath, half bath, sitz 
bath, spinal douche, upper douche and lower 
douche, chest and knee douche, devise their 
technique and application from this prop- 
erty of water. ! 

The capacity of water as influenced by 
different degrees of pressure gives it the 
power to produce mechanical effects upon 
the nerve and blood supply of the skin, 
which forms one of the most interesting 
contrivances. Water may be applied almost 
without pressure, as by a sponge, or by 
pouring from a vessel, which is just above 
the level of the cutaneous surface; it may 
flow from a height with great force, or may 
be driven upon the skin by compressed air, 
or applied by a rubber hose with or without 
a nozzie from a shorter or longer distance. 

Here again we find a range of action 
which enables the physician to produce

Now, here. comes the senselessness of 
medical reasoning: Since diabetes is a 
disease having as its principal the 
presence of sugar in the urine, the medical 
theory is to get rid of the symptom. There- 
fore, by a study of chemistry, you determine 
what substances will dissolve or neutralize 
the sugar. Physiological exepriment has 
revealed that imsulin will do this; hence, 
they: inject insulin. Presto—sugar disap- 
peara. 

Putting ft in this language—where the 
symptom was sugar in the urine, there {is 
no longer any sugar. ¢ 

For one who does not care to reason very 
far, this may be quite satisfactory. But 
suppose we go back just a bit. What has 
caused the sugar in the urine? 
that this disease so often terminates fa- 
tally? : 

The cause generally lies in the kidneys 
and pancreas which have been inflamed be- 
Cause of a sugar diet or because of dietetic 
excesses. The broken-down kidneys can no 
longer retain the sugar and the pancreas is 
no longer able to furnish the secretion nec- 
essary to take care of the sugar.

Rerery taypman Keows that when he 
Stipated that he ae ttred 
tonto. What is not y known, 
ever, is that people who have 
movements may be suffering from 
kind of intestinal stasis. The emptying of 
the bowels is but one feature of Intestinal 
elimination. The intestines are twenty-four 
feet long. Food is propelled through these 
tubes by spasmodic contractions called peri- 
stalsis. When food waste gets to the rec 
tum it is stored there until disposed of. 
When the rectum is not emptied regularly 
we call it constipation. Where the food 
wastes are delayed in their journey from 
the stomach to the intestines by slow peri- | 
stalsis, it is called intestinal. motor stasis. 


A person may be well aware of the fact 
that he is constipated, but entirely ignorant 
of the fact that he has intestinal motor 
stasis. Ordinarily it should take only twelve 
hours for the food to make the journey 
from the stomach to the rectum, but in 
some people it takes twenty-four to thirty- 
six hours and I have seen many cases where 
it took two to six days and occasionally a 
week. Some of these people had a bowel 
movement every day, some two. However, 
they were so slow in conveying fvod wastes 
from the stomach to the rectum that they 
suffered from absorption of poisons all along 
the intestinal tract. They were bilious, fa- 
tigued-and had the characteristic symptoms 
of intestinal toxemia. 


It ig a moral certainty that the woman 
with flabby abdominal muscles and a droop- 
ing stomach has intestinal motor stasis, The 
remedy is exercise of abdominal muscles and 
the eating of laxative foods. 


Lack of Exercise a Frequent Cause 


When we exercise the blood circulates 
more rapidly, carbon dioxide is carried 
to the lungs with greater frequency and 
oxygen is taken up more readily.

Improper Breathing 


Carbon dioxide is one of the great 
wastes of the body. It is constantly be- 
ing formed and must be constantly elimt- 
nated. The elimination of carbon dioxide 
goes ou In the lung, through the agency of 
the breathing apparatus. It is taken from 
the blood cell as explained previously. If 
one is a shallow breather then the amount 
of carbon dioxide thrown off is necessarily 
decreased.

After that their value has come to an end. 
A shallow breather should practice breath- 
ing every minute while awake and should 
strive to breath regular, deep breaths, all 
day long. Soon this becomes a habit and 
carbon dioxide toxemia because of shallow 
breathing becomes a thing of the past. 

This brief survey of the toxemias should 
serve to give some important clews as to 
well-being. 

The sum and substance of the treatment 
is to eat the right kind of foods in moderate 
amounts, keep the avenues of elimination 
open, ex se regularly and breathe prop 
erly. It all comes back to our old standby, 
The Nature Cure Regime.

— Other Causes of That Tired Feeling 


There are other toxemias than these | 
mentioned, but fit would rekuire a large 
volume to go into them with any degree of 
satisfaction. Inasmuch as fatigue -toxemia 
is the most common of all we will give a 
brief outline of its causes and the remedy.

1. Excess food intake.

It is true, without 
a doubt, that infected tonsils contain in- 
numerable centers Sf bacteria. The reason- 
ing however, to destroy the germs without 
destroying the environment in which they 
live, is illogical. . 

Germs are living things. They must have 
food and other factors of favorable environ- 
ment. In the case of tonsil infections their 
food is the poisonous accumulations invari- 
ably present ih an inflamed catarrhal state. } 
Even though we kill millions of colonies 
of germs by repeated use of antiseptic gar- 
gles and tonsil paintings, we still do not 
reach the cause nor do we prevent the con’ 
tinued frritation that has produced the 
swollen, inflamed glands. 

Germs are universal, everywhere. It is 
utterly impossible, thereotically or practi- 
cally, to procure an absolutely sterile en- 
vironment. Even though it were possible it 
would be undesirable, for life could not be

readily see the uselessness of attempting 
to destroy them by chenticals or by drugs.
